General  Smuts'  Motion  to 
Refute  Supply  Rejected 
by  76  to  63 


CAPETOWN,  S.A..  April  14  (CP). 

Hy  a  vote  of  seventy-six  to  sixty- 
three,  the  House  of  Assembly  today 
rejected  the  motion  by  General  Jan 
Smuts,  Opposition  leader,  to  refuse 
the  vote  of  supply.  The  House  then 
approved  the  budget  of  Prime  Min- 
ister J.  B.  Hertsog's  Government. 

General  Smuts,  in  introducing 
His  motion,  had  attacked  the  bud- 
get as  making  tinnecessary  reduc- 
tions In  expenditure  for  the  sake  of 
maintaining  the  gold  standard  He 
al.so  proposed  an  "oppo.sition"  bud- 
get ba.vd  on  tvlng  South  African 
currency  to  the  pound  sterling, 
which,  he  declared,  would  give  great 
stimulus  to  mlnhig  sad  agriculture. 

The  budget,  latwdaesd  Msrch  33, 
reported  a  defMt  of  tlJM,000 
(gold)  for  the  current  financial 
year,  and  an  accumulated  budget 
deficit  of  £2.100.000.  Income  tax  was 
increased  and  a  surtax  of  7  1-2  per 
cent  was  imposed  on  all  imparts  ex- 
cept fertiuam  and  agrlealtaral  Im- 
plements. 


OTTAWA,  AprU  14  (CP).— To 
consider  the  production  of  radium 
from  pitchblende  ore  In  the  Great 
Bear  Lake  as  a  mining  Industry  em- 
ploying any  large  number  of  men 
was  an  "absurdity."  Thla  declara- 
tion was  made  in  the  Senate  today 
by  General  A.  D.  McRae,  Vancouver. 

After  speaking  of  the  recent  dis- 
coveries in  the  Great  Bear  Lake 
section,  and  the  richness  in  supply 
of  these  high-grade  pttehblende, 
the  mother  ore  from  which  radium 
is  obtataed.  Senator  IfOBae  de- 
clared: "I  (rive  these  figures  to  show 
the  absurdity  of  considering  the 
production  of  radium  from  our 
pitchblende  ore  as  a  mlnhiK  In- 
dustry-. Pitchblende  is  a  medl( mal 
ore,  required  chiefly  for  medicinal 
purp(xse.s.  Not  by  thf>  greatest 
stretch  of  the  Imagination  can  It 
be  pictured  as  an  Indu.stry  which 
will  employ  any  considerable  num- 
bsr  ef  men,  or  be  of  great  eoamer- 
clal  vakie  to  the  country. 

VAST  SILVER  DEPOSITS 

"The  silver  deposits  In  this  dis- 
trict are  phenomenal.  As  pitch- 
blende is  generally  associated  with 
silver  ore.  it  is  possible  that  when 
mlntaig  Is  wen  undsr  way  more 
pttehblsnds  wiU  be  produced  hi  con- 
nectlon  with  the  mining  of  silver 
than  the  world  then  rsqulres,  and 
consequently  our  Government  may 
some  <]Hy  have  to  make  provision 
for  con.servatlon  of  surplus  pitch- 
blende. He  would  be  a  very  foolish 
prospector  who  would  now  go  Into 
the  Great  Bear  La  lie  district  In 
search  of  more  pitchblende."

certain  wiU  prove  in  the  best  interests  ol  the 
taxpayers  fti  ft  whoto.  II  to  only  ri^t,  however, 
to  expren  at  least  mild  surprise  that  nearly 
1,600  Of  thOM  who  voted  were  seemingly  prepared 
to  fftce  the  ftddltiooftl  tftxfttlon  that  defeat  of  the 
by-law  would  have  entftUed  That  expression  of 
opinion  poasibly  cftn  bft  Interpreted  in  two  ways. 
One  to  that  thoM  who  Toted  affttnal  tbt  bjr-Uw 
iftw  no  terrors  in  additions  to  their  elvic  tftX  Wiles 
of  some  thirty  or  more  per  cent. 

From  the  standpoint  of  the  citizens  as  a 
wh<de,  for  both  owners  of  business  property  and 
small  home  owners,  the  result  Is  wholly  satis- 
factory. Throughout  tlie  campaign  for  the  pass- 
ftgt  o(  th«  by-law  It  has  besn  maintained  that 
thS  majority  of  the  taxpayers  are  not  in  a 
fl«lfiv»<tti  condition  to  stand  iieavy  additions  to 
the  Impoiti  plaeod  on  property.  Thftt  was  yes- 
terday's verdict.  It  mean.s  that  the  cost  of  un- 
employment relief,  the  main  cause  of  the  by-law, 
wm  be  spreftd  Q?er  ft  period  of  flftean  yeers,  In- 
stead of  being  Imposed  on  the  property  owners 
in  one  year's  taxes,  and  in  a  period  when  eco- 
nomic eondtfekms  mn  not  normal.  Hm  mora  our 
cltlTien.s  reflect  on  the  result  of  yesterday's  by- 
law vote  the  more  we  are  assured  they  will  feel 
satisfied  that  the  verdict  to  a  correct  one.  There 
are  sufTlrirnt  problems  to  fare  in  the  immediate 
future  without  voluntarily  adding  to  the  already 
heftty  bunlen  mi  property. 

Congratulations  are  in  order  to  Mayor  David 
Leemlng.  Mr.  P.  R.  Brown,  the  chairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee  of  the  City  Council,  and  to 
the  ether  aldermen  for  the  manner  in  which 
they  Rot  behind  the  by-law.  Their  expUnations 
of  the  necessity  of  its  passage  were  lucid.  They 
were  wwklng  In  the  best  Interests  of  the  munic- 
ipality, and  workini?  with  an  enthusiasm  which 
to  highly  commendable.  The  Mayor  has  concen- 
trated oa  the  financial  problem  ever  since  taking 
office  at  the  beRlnning  of  the  year,  and  he  Is 
especially  well  equipped  for  the  task,  by  previous 
traliUng  and  expertonee  of  etvle  mftttert.  He 
and  the  City  Council  sls  a  whole  deserve  warm 
praise  for  having  met  the  situation.  The  solu- 
tton  they  found  to  now  endorsed  by  the  property 
owners,  a  result  which  is  a  vindication  nf  the 
exacting  attention  given  to  the  examination  of 
ooT'Olvle  ilnft«ioee, 


REGISTERED  AT  GENEVA 


It  may  be  hoped  that  the  League  of  Nations, 
which  has  been  passing  through  troublous  times 
recently,  will  be  spared  the  embarrassment  of 
having  to  adjudicate  between  Britain  and  the 
Irish  Free  State  on  the  retention  or  abandonment 
of  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  in  the  Treaty  between 
the  two  countries.  It  is  significant,  however, 
that  the  Treaty  was  registered  by  the  late  Cos- 
grave  Government  at  Oeneva  as  an  international 
instrument.  The  situation  now  to  that  if  Mr. 
de  Valera's  Government  insists  on  removing  the 
oath  of  allegiance  from  the  Free  State  consti- 
tution he  will  be  bound,  "both  In  honor  and  in 
law,"  to  seek  the  arbitration  of  Geneva  or  the 
Hague.  In  effect,  if  Free  State  Ireland,  through 
its  new  Government,  should  consider  It  to  a  law 
unto  It^self  In  the  Interpretation  of  treaty  rights, 
then  its  action  would  be  tantamount  to  repudi- 
ation, and  since  the  Instrument  to  be  repudtoted 
is  registered  at  Geneva,  the  authority  Of  the 
League  of  Nations  would  be  flouted. 

It  to  not  likely  that  Britain  would  appeal  to 

tlie  League  of  Nations  in  a  matter  which  is  one 
of  purely  Empire  concern.  Any  initiative  in  that 
direction  would  hftTe  to  come  from  the  President 

.■f  tlio  Irish  Free  State  .since  it  wa.s  tlial  country 
Which  regtolered  the  Treaty  at  Oeneva.  The  Sit- 
uation now  to  that  Mr.  de  Valera  reiterates  his 
intention  nf  abolishing  the  Oath  of  Allegiance 
subject  to  the  sanction  of  the  Dail.  On  the  other 
hapd,  the  British  Oovemment  refuses  to  ac- 
quiesce In  the  deletion  of  the  oath.  Thus  there 
seems  to  be  an  impasse.  On  thto  occasion,  in 
the  new  chapter  of  Ireland's  troubles,  there  will 
be  found  fighting  on  the  side  of  the  British 
standpoint  ex-President  Cosgrave  and  hto  fol- 
lowers and  moderate  opinion  throughout  the 
Free  State.  Possibly  also  ranged  in  support  of 
the'  maintenance  of  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  will 
be  found  some  followers  of  Mr.  de  Valera  him- 
self, who  cannot  fall  to  see  the  Implications  of 
what  the  course  of  action,  now  seemingly  de- 
creed, portends.

their  material  fortunes  there  to  something  in-

present  constituted.  There  are  optimists  wiio 
can  see  the  bright  side  In  any  eventuality.  They 
do  not  yield  to  rynlel.sm  or  dlsheartenment.  They 
have  a  better  understanding  of  the  method  and 
charactw  of  human  progress  than  to  believe  that 
there  can  be  any  .such  thing  fts  flflBlMttfUtg  in 
a  mire  of  hopeless  futility. 

The  lesson  of  the  time,  according  to  Dr. 
Albert  Shaw,  editor  of  The  American  Review  of 
Reviews,  to  that  we  must  either  strive  for  better 
things  or  else  drift  towards  worse  things.  He 
sees  a  gleam  of  truth  in  the  doctrine  thai  a  man 
must  run  as  hard  as  he  can  if  he  to  to  stay  ndiere 
he  to.  It  may  be  hard  to  row  up-stream  when 
the  current.s  are  strong,  but  It  requires  all  the 
greater  effort  to  reach  the  stretches  of  quiet 
water  and  secure  anchorage.  It  to  a  aiatter  of 
courage  and  strength,  not  one  of  repining 
against  fate  or  some  imaginary  dtopensation 
under  which  men  labor.  Whatever  dtopensation 
there  Is  of  a  mundane  rharaetor  ha.s  been  men's 
own  creation  and  the  blame  rests  with  them- 
selves. As  Dr.  ttiaw  says: 

"They  have  no  rea.son  to  despair  of  fine 
visions,  or  to  abandon  generous  hopes.  No  single 
panacea  or  magte  f ormul*  will,  cure  the  Hto  that 
beset  mankind.  We  must  analyze  situations  that 
confront  us,  and  act  upon  the  beUef  that  it  is 
well  worth  while  to  seek  means  to  conquer  the 
obstacles  one  after  another  that  He  in  the  way 
of  further  advance  towards  the  ends  that  wc 
seek."

What  a  lot  of  things  have  hap-

The  greatest  war  this  globe  has 
ever  seen,  and  suffered  from,  came 
only  two  years  later,  and  Its  fear- 
ful catastrophe  has,  perhaps,  made 
us  forget  what  wa.s  undoubtedly  the 
saddest  .scene  and  greatest  lass  of 
life  the  oceans  have  ever  wftne.ssed. 

Being  dow.  by  the  .sen  two  days 
ninnlng.  and  ImviriK  inurh  oppor- 
tunity for  quiet  and  restful  reflec- 
tion, my  mind  ran  bark  to  many 
storms  and  di.<ui8ter8  that  have 
taken  place  in  the  past.  The 
Titanic  disaster  belat  the  most  stu- 
pendous, and  havtng  oeeurred  Just 
twenty  years  ago.  I  thought  a  few 
notes  I  had  made  about  it  would 
be  of  intere.st.  and  especially  If  I 
could  relate  .some  of  the  results  tliat 
followed,  which  contribute,  today, 
to  greater  safety  at  sea.

It  wa.s  revealed  yesterday 
when  City  Engineer  F.  M.  Pre.ston 
annoimced  that  the  annual  report 
of  his  department  was  almost 
finished. 

The  Sooke  Lake  waterworks  pro- 
vided ttie  city  with  the  bulk  of 
{ revenue,  contributing  ia8MM.74  CD 
a  sale  of  1,303.187,327  gallons. 

The  Goldstream  waterworks  sys- 
tem contributed  $138,715.53  to  the 
cltv'.s  coffers  on  a  .sale  of  432,731.754 
gallons.  Total  amount  of  water 
-^uppiied  by  the  two  systems  was 
1.634.919,081  gaUons. 

GBSATMT  CONSI7MBB 
.^part  from  VIrtoria  proper,  the 
Saanlch  municipality  wa.s  the  great- 
est consumer  of  water  .Saanlch  paid 
$14.022  43  for  200320.648  gallons. 
Oak  Bay  was  next,  paying  $12.946  97 
(or  172.626.459  gallons,  and  Esqui- 
mau third,  paying  $30,781.81  for 
S5.947J88  gallons.  Bsqulmalt,  how- 
ever, is  supplied  from  the  Gold- 
stream  system  and  pays  on  a  dif- 
ferent basis  than  the  other  two 
nuinlclpalltlps,  due  to  the  original 
pRreement  existing  between  the 
Esquimau  Waterwork.s  Company  at
